ports: A large Boston wool dealer interviewed here says he 
feels certain that Americans will regret any change in 
I he 


iarilT, as we at Dewsbury, Bailey, Leeds and Scotland will be 
able to beat the United Slates makers "all hollow," for with 
our cheap rags from all parts of the world and cheap labor, we 
can turn out woolen cloths or cotlon warp cloths, pence per 
yard below America's even with much reduced tariff on raw 
material. 
Rochdale flannel lirms all feel pretty safe if Ameri- 


ca lowers the duly on finished goods, as we now put in an 
enormous weight of cotton into flannel, and will tempt your 
buyers with low quotations and will get up goods. You will 
soon find out the mistake in America we think and alter it. 
The only thing English manufacturers don't want is for (lie 
reduced American tariff to be put in operation loo quickly, as 
at present, English concerns arc very full of orders for home 
trade uses. The col Ion yard situation so far as the question of 
ad valorem or specific duly, will create very liltle dillicully of 
working, provided some means are taken in America lo see 
lhat proper grades-are sent in according lo invoice specifica- 
tions and also that conlracls should be stamped, and as deliv- 
eries are to be taken out of the contract marked oil' at Consular 
ollice or the recogui/ed ollice otherwise arranged by the Cus- 
toms. If a man buys a cheap line he will go on ordering or in- 
voicing against the low priced contract, whereas he has most 
likely paid more. 
Therefore it will be necessary lo have re- 


corded by papers the proper ollidal rales. 
Without doubt we 


shall in this country gel a large slice of business if you reduce 
your custom duly, and prices will shift very frequently. 


Scnrcity of Fitrm Help. 


Perhaps the biggest problem today in feeding Ihc American 


people at a fair price is Ibe dillicully of gelling farm help. The 
agricultural department stales that the wages of farm help 
have increased .M per cent, in len years. 
Yel farm help is 


scarcer than ever. 
The average price for farm labor shown 


by Ibis bulletin is $1.87 at harvest and Si.-17 al other limes. 
The expense, of living is less in the country, bul these wages 
only place the laborer on a par wilh Ibe latest freshman from 
Italy. Me gets his JS2 to $2..So today merely for digging earth. 
A farmhand should be a skilled workman. 
If Ibe farmers 


would co-operate, they would have representatives on the 
New York docks to divert the stream of immigrants from the 
peanut stands of the cities lo the farms, where they would help 
feed the people.—Lawrence American.
